If true, this would indicate 
a waning of Russian reserve pow- 
er on the western front.

staffs have safely crossed. 
We, by the same principle 
of h o l d i n g "hostages/' 
might have refused to let 
their people start for home 
until our people had safely 
arrived home. And what a 
howl would have risen in 
Berlin and Rome if we had 
done that! 


It is also evident that if 


any accident should befall 
those Axis representatives 
on such a voyage, it would 
probably be from the law- 
less operations of their own 
aircraft and submarines. 


STEPPING STONES 


The upshot of American 


occupation of Iceland 
is 


that if Hitler tries to horn 
into that strategic island he 
will find it very hot for him. 
And he will probably not 
try it, especially while the 
Russians are making things 
so hot for him in the East. 


It will be no surprise now 


if Uncle Sam goes ahead 
occupying some more step- 
ping stones across the At- 
lantic, c a p a b l e of being 
used for advance in either 
direction. 


Such strategic outposts 


will naturally be held in 
trust, to be returned after 
the war. And whatever may 
be said by their owners for 
political or defensive reas- 
ons, probably all will be 
glad to have them occupied 
temporarily by the United 
States rather than perma- 
nently by Germany.

Medical experts report 


that the effects on flyers 
are severe and often seri- 
ous. They are not only phy- 
sical but mental. There may 
be emotional 
disturbances 


like those produced by al- 
cohol. They are caused by 
thin air lacking in oxygen, 
by low temperature,

ventilation and noise. Ply-

TAXPAYERS MONEY BY 


IMPRQVEDMETHODS 


ROAD TAXES 
WOULD 
BE 


MUCH HIGHER IF ECONOMY 


WAS NOT PRACTICED

Many counties have saved mon- 


ey for their taxpayers by devel- 
oping improved method* of hand- 
ling- various activities. 


Thlg is a fact which 
Ifl often 


overlooked in discussng local gov- 
ernment. According to the most 
recent estimates, the annual ex- 
penditures of counties and their 
road districts amount to approx- 
imately $50,000,000. 
Of this total 


sum, about one-half 
ia paid by 


farmers 
and 
the 
remainder 
is 


paid by other groups, Necewari- 
ly, these taxes would be higher 
on all groups if it were not for 
the 
savings 
which 
have 
been 
made. 


In many counties, taxeg have 


been reduced by refunding bonds 
at a lower Interest rate. In 1938 
Wharton county refunded $54,000 
of outstanding bonds, thereby se- 
curing a saving of $15,430 over 
the remaining life of the bonds. 
At the time this issue waa re- 
funded, the average interest rate 
waa about 5 per cent, -and the 
maturities extended over a period 
of 19 years. 
The refunding bonds 


bear interest at the rate of 2 1-4 
per cent, and ttin maturities ex- 
tend over a 10-y^ar period. 


Wharton county has also saved 


money by selling its 
bonds at 


public sale and specifying that 
the bidder offering the lowest bid 
within a range of 1-8 per cent 
gets the bonds. In 1938 the c.oun- 
ty sold an 
$800,000 issue of 
XO- 
year bonds at nn interest rate 
slightly above 2 par cent. Sixteen 
firms bid for thest- bonds, and the 
difference in interest costs as in- 
dicated by high ana low bids was 
$20,000. 
In 
other 
words, 
this 


procedure 
saved 
$2,000 
during 
each of the V10 yearg involved. 


Kaufman County. 
In Kaufman county a well-man- 


aged county farm has produced 
a worthwhile saving. 
In 1940 it 


is estimated that this farm saved 
the i.county an amount ranging 
from 57,500 to $10,000. 
This 
In 


doubly significant in view of the 
foot ithat county farms are often 
regarded aa inefficient and cost- 
ly. 
! 
In [recent years, Grayson county 
has ;aaved something like $15,000 
to 
.120,000 annually through 
the 


employment of the oounty auditor 
aa purchasing agent. The differ- 
ence between the high and low 
bids on comparable materials has 
beer: about 15 per cent. 
Assum- 


ing that tho goods and materials 
purchased are 
equal to 20 per 


cent of tho cash disbursements of 
the oounty, it is evident that the 
saving in 
purchasing alone 
is 


equal to a reduction of 3 per cent 
in the total cost of county gov- 
ernment. 


Other counties have had similar 


experiences. 
Harrison county, in 


1038, purchased bridge lumber for

County Engineers, 
A number of counties are sav- 


ing money by employing a quali- 
fied, county engineer to supervise 
the 'lay-to-day activities of road 
work.

tax collections. 


For example, Harrison county 


buili more than 150 miles of all-
